, of blood, to crush out of it its last 
flicker of life. He " arose above the 
hatreds of the period, with the reali- 


- zation that there could be no lasting 


peace if retaliation held sway, that 
peace and friendship can only result 
from a policy of give-and-take, a mu- 
tual forgiveness. 


Continuing to his cabinet he said: 


"I will not take part in hanging even 


' the worst of them. We must extin- 


guish our resentment. There is too 


- little respect for the rights of the 


South." Lincoln had by proclamation 
freed all slaves. His right to do so 
had bothered him. Slaves were prop- 
erty. They had been purchased under 


. constitutional protection. The Presi- 
" dent's right to free them could only 


be traced to the fact that he was com- 
mander-in-chief of the army, that a 
state of war existed and that therefore, 
but only as a war policy, could they 


- be freed. 


Lincoln inquired whether it was not 


immoral to free these slaves without 
making compensation to their owners. 
His cabinet was solidly against him. 
iThey had not risen, nor could they rise 
to the height 01 impartial consideration 
o£ which the President was capable. 


But the matter continued to bother 


Lincoln. Would it not be better, Avas 
it not but just, he inquired, that the 
slave owner be paid for the freed slaves 
even if another bond issue must be 
added to the load under which the 
federal government was bending and 
straining} It -was merely a matter of 
justice to him, justice even for those 
•who had been instrumental in bring- 
ing the black badge of mourning to 
nearly every house in the land. 


The madman who killed him, the 


man whose reason had been toppled by 
excessive adoration of the institution 
of slavery, was directly responsible for 
loading upon the South the miseries of 
"the tragic era," the twelve years of 
reconstruction ipUovrJng the war. Such 
Is usually the result of violence.

-also burdened with some of the most 


momentousiproblems that have come 
to the British empire in generations. 
T}ie vision of a disintegrating empire 
must be before him. The dominions 
are working more and- more towards 
complete independence. The recent 
conference of dominion premiers was 
not all that might be expected of a 
homogeneous nation. And the Round 
Table Conference on India and her 
status was, and still is, of such a char- 
acter as to tax the heart of a super- 
man. 
The solution of these problems 


may result in the continued unity1 of 
Great Britain and its dominions be- 
yond the seas, or its dissolution into 
separate and distinct nations.

ize tonsils, and a little two prong- 
d spear to impale the quarry and 
inally a guilotine blade which, one 
hoves home when the 
tonsil is 


veil engaged in the ring. One fine 
eature of this method1 of dealing 
with tonsils was its simplicity and 
ase of application. You 3ust jollied 
he patient into the chair and ap- 
tlied a bit of local anesthetic or 
>ut him under ether and inserted 
he gadget and went snigger-snack, 
.nd it was all over. Strange to say 
:his crude treatment proved per- 
ectly satisfactory in a1 considerable 
ihare of cases, perhaps a majority. 
There are thousands of -people walk- 
ing the earth, today who owe their 
elease from annual attacks of 
quinsy to the old Spanish custom. 
?here are other thousands who have 
recovered from or escaped: disabling 
arthritis and 
other serious focal 


nfections, thanks to the same 'old 
custom. For amputating the hyper- 
rophied tonsils of children 
the 


guillotine 
is still the 
method of 


choice, in my audgment. 


Since the 
guillotine instrument 


was introduced the treat surgeons 
lave developed" a modification of 
ie method. Instead of engaging 
the tonsil in the ring and slicing 
t off with a quick yank of the 
guillotine blade, they prefer to use 
a ware snare and cut the tonsil off 


constricting it with the fine, 


wire. In this way perhaps a greater 
part of the tonsil is removed1 and 
:here is less bleeding. 


For some time the throat sur- 
•eons prated of the importance of 
removing every little bit of tonsil 
tissue, and all that, but this was 
9S per cent talk. Earely does the 
best of specialists remove the ton- 
ill entirely. Earely is it necessary 
or even desirable to attempt to do 
so. 


There is no sound reason to re- 


gard tonsil tissue as inimical to 
health, unless the tonsil is infected, 
tiarbors germs capable of causing 
;ome 
serious 
systemic 
disease. 


"When the tonsil is Infected it is 
rarely infected" thru and thru; the 
infected area or areas are, as a 
rule, readily distinguishable 
from 


the normal 
tonsil tissue, 
on ex- 


amination by tho physician or the 
pathologist Our proper purpose is 
to remove or sterilize the infected 
portion. That is precisely why the 
olct Spanish custom often did give 
a satisfactory result, even tho it 
always left more or less tonsil tissue 
in the throat.

It may 
be able to help a great many cbil 
dren, a few schools can do that, but 
no school can- do a hundred per cent 
job Because of the nature Of 'child- 
hood. 


Sometimes 
we discover a 
new 


method of teaching a subject and 
immediately there is a tendency to 
insist that every child be taught 
that "way. Or there is a new idea 
born in the laboratory that must 
be tried on all children that their 
salvation may he achieved. Each 
educational salesman cries his own 
wares, which is but right, but the 
end is not yet.

Twelve Corners — One hundred 


farmers, assembled here "Wednesday 
afternoon, decided to proceed- with 
organization of a branch of the Pure 
Milk Products' Cooperative in the 
Appleton milk producing area for 
the weighing, testing: and marketing 
of milk. The Twelve Corners, meeting- 
was the fifth of a series of thirteen 
scheduled for the same area this 
week. The attendance at the meet- 
ings held thus far has 
averaged 


about 125 dairymen. 
The wide 


spread between the prices that farm- 
ers are getting for their milk and 
the price the consumer is paying is 
the strongest inducement presented 
to farmers to change from individual 
to collective marketing, according to 
their statements. 
In the Appleton 


area the farmers are getting thiee 
cents a quart for their milk and the 
consumer is paying ten 
cents a 


quart. This wide spread. In prices 
also- prevails in the prices of canned 
milk, it Is pointed out. 


Another strong 
incentive for 


farmers to do their milk marketing 
collectively in the future is, accord- 
ing to the farmers themselves, that 
the farmers who supply milk to all 
the cities of Wisconsin except in the 
Fox Eiver Valley are organized into 
marketing groups. As a direct re- 
sult they have been getting $2.90 
per hundred pounds for their milk, 
while the farmers who are supply- 
ing milk to Fox Paver Valley cities 
have been getting from $1.37 to 
$1.50 per hundred pounds. The lat- 
ter prices are the same as conden- 
sary prices, it is said-. 


Want Bargaining Power 


A third incentive is that producers 


supplying milk to the 90 condens- 
aries in "Wisconsin are marketing in- 
dividually and haA e had al/solutely 
no bargainning power. 


wiiile these patrons of conden- 


saries are getting about $130 per 
hundred, pounds for milk, the whole- 
sale, catalog price of canned milk to 
retailers is proportionately much 
higher, according to the farmers.

G. A. Sell, W. I/. Witte, president 
of the Madison Milk Producers' as- 
sociation and representative of the 
state department of markets, Frank 
Reimer Greenville, chairman of the 
milk producerss organization com- 
mittee, "Walter H. "Wieckert, Apple- 
ton, Edward Hardy, and 
Leo Bef- 


ferding, chairman of the local com- 
mittee. 


To show the relative importance 


of the milk plant at New London 
to the business men and entire com- 
munity and the 400 farmers who 
are delivering their milk to that 
plant, Mr. Witte said that the plant 
of the 400 farmers are worth $4,- 
000,000 approximately.

Wisconsin Woman, Who Was Nurse During Civil 


War, Tells Hum an Side Of Abe Lincoln's Life

Sheboygan — A very old lady 


reached back in her memories today 
so that she could share with her fel- 
low-citizens the series of 
pictures 


and reminiscences oC Abraham, Lin- 
coln that she always carries with 
her. 


She is Hrs. Helen Brainard Cole, 


one of the 45 Civil %Var nurses still 
on the U. S. Pension Bureau rolls. 
She is 92 now, and she was an army 
nurse in Washington during 
the 


dark days of the war; and for a time 
fahe stayed in the White House as 
nurse to little "Tad" Lincoln, when 
the child was sick. She was present 
at the funeral of Lincoln's 
other 


son, "Willie, who died in the "White 
House. 


Her acquaintance with President 


Lincoln began soon after she enter- 
ed the nursing corps. 


Under Age 


"The age limit for army nurses 


then was 30 years, and I was young- 
er_than that," she explained. "But I 
had been secretary to Miss Dorothy 
Dix, who was in charge of the army 
nurses, for a year and a half, and 
at last she thought she could trust 
me to be a good nurse. 


"I was assigned to a hospital at 


the foot of Seventh street in Wash- 
ington near the Soldiers' Home, 
where Mr. Lincoln 
stayed during 


the hot months. He'd go by every 
morning on his horse—his long legs 
danging below the stirrups, and his 
tall hat, full of papers, tilted on the 
back, of his head. 


"Often I'd be waiting in front of 


the hospital, to go and get things 
for the soldiers. 
He'd greet 
me: 


"Good morning, Mrs. Cole—and how 
are all the soldier boys? Take good 
care of them." 


Culinary Expert 


"We had an enormous kitchen 


there, with a long zinc table run- 
ning dOTsn the middle, and 36 sol- 
diers working in it helping us get 
the meals. Mr. Lincoln and some of 
his cabinet members used to drop an, 
and Mr. Lincoln would look at the 
rood and say he 
TV as pleased that 


the boys were getting 
such good 


things to eat. 


"I remember one fall the surgeon 


told us that we could prepare a reg- 
ular Thanksgrving dinner for all sol- 
diers that were on a full diet. So I 
got all the nurses 
that could be 


spared and set them to making pies. 
I wish y ou could have seen all those 
pretty girls, dressed in white, with 
their sleeves rolled up, making pies! 


"Well, Mr. Lincoln dropped in and 


watched us; and finally he began 
to help us, tailing the pies and put- 
ting them in the oven for us. 


"Another time some friend had 


sent us four bushels of strawber- 
ries, and we were making strawber- 
ry shortcake. Mr. Lincoln came in 
just as we were dishing it up. He 
stood in. the door, watching, and I 
could see that he wanted some. So 
I motioned to one of the boys, and 
he gave Mr. Lincoln a big plateful. 
There weren't any chairs, so Mr. 
Lincoln just sat down on the floor, 
in a. corner, and ate his shortcake. 


"That was the way he always was 


to us; simple and natural and unaf- 
fected. We never thought anything 
of his dropping in. 


"He always suffered intensely for 


tlie soldiers. I remember after The 
Wilderness, we had a number of 
cases of lock.iaw. Once I was by the 
bed of one lad who had lockjaw, 
and I was feeding him orange juice. 
Mr. Lincoln came 
in 
and stood 


there, with tears streaming' down 
liis cheeks. At last he said, 'My poor 
boy, I do wish I could help you.'

EW YORK —(CPA)—Informa- 
tion has been sought as to 
whether the change in the "rule 


regarding the pitcher's 
position, 


which will be made public in detail 
with the release of the- newly revis- 
ed rules some time this-month, had 
anything to do with -the action of 
the major leagues in regard to the 
ball. It is evident of course that both 
leagues had debated the ball before 
the rules committee met. 
' The members were in some doubt 
as to whether the lively hitting was 
less entertaining to the fans than 
the hitting of the days before the 
war, when players were n'ot asked 
to make home runs but to sacrifice 
and hit behind the runner. 


The rules committee never 
dis- 


cussed the ball. - One. or two of the 
members expressed- 'themselves as 
very much in favor of the games as 
it" is played now rather than a return 
to anything that would deaden it. 
They were positive that the patrons 
of baseball like it "better as played 
today than they did in the era of 
the very scientific game, yet fans 
thought when the scientific 
game 


was being played that it was the 
most marvelous'game in the world. 


Those were the. days when the 


spectators arrived at the gates be- 
fore they -were opened and as they 
entered the grounds, rushed to ob- 


tain seats back of the catcher 
so 


that they might see Clarkson, Cy 
Young, Mathewsoix or any one of 
the other famed pitchers in action. 


The new rule in regard to the 


pitcher's position 
does not permit 


anything in excess of what was per- 
mitted in the old rule. ' One of the 
major league presidents wanted to 
permit the pitcher to put one foot 
back of the plate and step forward 
from that point hut the committee 
would not concede it. 


They would not acquiesce although 


they were quite villing i_aa.t a new 
pitching position 
rule 
should be 


written because the oie in the coda 
was •mroi.g if construed literally. The 
pitching position rule in effect be- 
tween 1920 and 1930 "was not only 
poorly vrorded but -wrongly -worded. 


The -presidents of major leagues 


got over it the best way they could 
by putting their own" constructions 
on the rule and advising their um- 
pire how to act. 


The statement that any great 


change may come in regard to bat- 
ting because the hall has been made 
less likely is sheer nonsense. 
If 


any change is to be accomplished it 
will be due to the superior work of 
the pitchers. 
Other leagues are 


adopting the -National league ball. 
The more thorough its use in the 
season to come the "better the infor- 
mation to be had for those who are 
concerned in rule making.

Charles Dryden Was Man 


Who Called Chi Sox of 
1909 "Hitless Wonders"

HICAGO — (£")— Charles Dry- 
den, first 
and perhaps the 


greatest of all baseball humor- 


ists, Is dead. 
The man -who originated nearly 


all the expressions used in writing 
baseball today, passed on yesterday 
in his modest little cottage in Ocean 
Springs, Miss., after being a hopeless 
paralytic for ten years. 
He was 


about 71 years old. 


Dryden, who worked on Chicago, 


San Francisco and New York pa- 
pers, up until about fifteen years 
ago, became famous for the unique 
manner in which he reported base- 
ball games. 
He always built his 


stories around an incident which 
struck his as humorous- He was 
nationally recognized as one who 
could pick a nickname for a base- 
ball' player and make it stick, and 
make baseball players like him. He 
was the first to call Frank Chance, 
late manager of the famous Cub 
team of 1906, the "Peerless Leader." 
He was the first to call a baseball 
park a. "ball yard." He hung the 
name "Big Moose" on Ed Walsh, 
' the famous "White Sox pitcher, and 
once wrote of Walsh as "the only 
man in the. world who could strut 
standing still." • 


Regarded Game As Jokes 


Dryden regarded baseball as a 


huge joke, and always wrote' hum- 
orously of the games. While em- 
ployed in New York 25 or 30 years 
ago he followed this up with the of- 
fer of a. statement to prove impro- 
priety of the transactions. 


Dryden became a writer through 


no desire of his own. He was an 
Iron moulder In Monmouth, III., 
and while working in a. 
foundry 


wrote amusing incidents that came 
to his mind. A friend, reading some 
of Dryden's sketches advised him to 
quit the iron moulding business and 
become an author. .Dryden wrote 
several humorous .books, one of 
which was entitled "On and Off the 
Bread Wagon." It was a story of 
his own personal experiences. Later 
he wrote a story of the sea, after 
he had been- shanghled off the docks 
of San Francisco, and forced on a 
trip around the world. 


When Dryden decided to become 


a writer he went to San Francisco. 
He hung around a newspaper office 
and when a big fire .broke out and 
there being no regular 
reporters 


available, Dryden was assigned to 
the job. He wrote an amusing story 
about a fire, neglecting to mention 
that several firemen had been killed 
but the story, made such a hit with 
the editors that Dryden was given 
a permanent job- 


Wrote In Longhand . 


Dryden was one of the unique 


characters of the newspaper world. 
Until ._a -few, years . before illness 
forced .him into retirement, he al- 


-i ways- wrote his copy in longhand. 


Then when he decided to use the 
typewriter, he laboriously began to 
peck .out his story with two fingers 
When he finished his story he would 
throw it over to the sports editor 
saying, "Here's another piece about 
. those silly., eggs.". 


Dryden hung the name, of "The 


,.pld Roman" on Charles' A; Comis- 
"key:,'73-year-pld owner of the White 


Sox; - He called the White Sox of 
'1906/whp won a championship under 
"ifielder Jones, the "hitless wonders" 
•-because of their ability to win all 
ball games without making- hits. The 
-.-famous play in which-Fred Merkle, 
•first baseman of the •'• New York 
Giants' of 1907 failed to touch sec- 
ond base in the deciding game of 
the regular season Inspired Dryden 
to refer to Merkle as "Bonehead" 
and the name stuck until Merkle 
passed, out of baseball history. 


Dryden never married and died in.

Lincoln Used Melon To 


Christen City Namesake 


Lincoln, 111. — C/P) — Twenty-four 


American cities and towns bear the 
name of Lincoln, but only one—Lin- 
coln, 111.,—received its name during 
the lifetime of the emancipator and 
had the honor of being christened— 
with the cutting of a watermelon— 
by Lincoln himself. 


"All 
right boys, go ahead, but I 


think you're making a 
mistake; 


nothing named Lincoln, so far as I 
know, ever amounted to much." 


That was Lincoln's rejoinder to 


the proposal of three of his friends 
to give the name of Lincoln to this 
newly laid out town in central Il- 
linois. The date was 1853 and Lin- 
coln was an obscure rural lawyer. 


When what is now the 
Chicago 


and Alton was laid through Illinois 
in 1852, Robert 
Latham, 
Virgil 


Hickox and John D. Gillette, all Il- 
linois pioneers,'purchased a section 
of land in the center of 'Logah-co 
near the railroad right of way as a 
prospective town site and 
with a 


view to making it the county seat. 


..As friends of Lincoln they had se- 


lected him as their legal adviser in 
the location of the proposed town. 
It -was in Mr. Lincoln's 
office in 


Springfield, on Aug. 24, 1853, that 
the name for the proposed town was 
under discussion. . 
Finally one of the 
proprietors 


said: "Let's name the town for Abe 
and call it' Lincoln." 
The 
other 


agreed. It was at 
this point that 


Lincoln told his friends he thought 
they were making a mistake. 


However, the name stuck, 
and 


five days later Lincoln was present 
at the sale of lots on the new town 
site. . 
"At the noon hour," so relates a 


Lincoln chronicler, 
"he purchased 


two watermelons at 
a vendor's 


booth and with a melon under each 
arm, 
called the proprietors 
of the 


new town to the proposed 
court- 


house square and cut the two mel- 
ons in twain, giving half 
to each 


proprietor and retaining a half for 
himself, 'with the remark: 'We will 
now proceed to christen the new 
town.' " 


Pottsville had 
been 
the first 


county seat of Logan-co, 
but the 


new Lincoln later absorbed the vil- 
lage which contained the primitive 
courthouse built in 1840 
and 
in 


which Lincoln practiced law. 
Re- 


cently this building was purchased 
by Henry, Ford and transported to 
Dearborn.
